TRE AGRICULTURAL 


In many ways the District of Alberta 
can look upor the season of 1885 as the 
most successful which has ever yisite? the 
district. The rebellion, which has done 
harm to the Prince Albert and Battleford 
country, has brought almost unmixed good 
to Calgary, Edmonton and Macleod. The 
crops, which in many parts of the Terri- 
tones were not put in at all on account of 
the troubles, are in a forward and entirely 
satisfactory state in Alberta, Cultivation, 
which further east and north has been re- 
stricted, has in this part of the country 
been applied to a larger area thanever be- 
fore. The advent of the troops not only 
offered a market for all the surplus pro- 
ducts of the settlers, but also a new field of 

labor and a very paying one, tor the sammer 
months. The stationing of a large num- 
ber of mounted men throughout the Ter- 
ritories, now that the rebellion is over, 
offers a market for ali the hay that can be 
put up and all the oats which can be 
raised this autumn. And lastly the mar- 
vellous stock weather we now 
joyed for the past ten months has brought 
up the stock interests to a more satisfac- 
tory state than they have eyer yet enjoyed 
in the district. 

A chapter of accidents in fact has worked 
well for this district in respect 
The rebellion disturbed Calgary and Mac- 
leod in the beginning of April, or rather 
towards the close of the first week in that 
month, while it did not disturb Edmon- 
ton and the surrounding settlers till fully 
the middle of the month, At Calgary and 
Macleod seeding commenced in February 
and was completed by the middle of 
March while at Edmonton seeding was 
just about completed by the time of the 
Edmonton ‘‘scare."" After the rebellion 
broke out the settlers throughout the whole 
district had plenty of opportunity to make 
money, and the rebellion ends in time te 
allow everyone to get in their haying and 
harvesting. 

It will now be in order for the agrieul- 
tural associations of the district and es- 
pecially of Calgarv, to take steps to further 
advertise the country by sending samples 
of its products east, and at the same time 
by #6 doing t6 eGumteract ary evil impres 
sions that may be held in the older pro- 
vinces concerning the disastrous effects of 
the troubles in Alberta 

The simple truth is the rebetlion has had 
no disastrous effect on Alberta ; it has Leen 
on the contrary, an unmiued blessing to 
it. The crop. were never in a more prom- 
ising condition. Stock interests have 
aever before created such solid comfort in 
the minds of the ramchers as the results of 
the round-up have this year We have 
the best country in the world and we want 
the rest of the world to know it as soon as 
possible. 

To further this result it is greatly to be 
hoped that the agricultural associations of 
the district will not fuil to send another 
exhibition car east this harvest. It wae a 
success before and it cannot fail to be a 
much greater success this year when all 
the attention of the older provinces is di- 
reeted to this part of the Dominion, Sam- 
ples of oats, wheat, native grass, and root 
crops, gathered from Edmonton, Calgary, 
Macleod and Morley would convince our 
cousins in the east better than anything 
else what the country can do, even with a 
rebellion within its borders.

The arrival of some of Col. Barwis’ 
colonists from Megantic on Sunday with 
their families and stock that 
besides the immigrant shed there is 
nothing in Calgary which can be taken as 
a sign of welcome to intending settlers. 
lt is bewildering enough to settlers coming 
here for the first time, even if the people 
of the country have sufhcient sense and 
courtesy to take them by the hand and 
help them in choosing their future home. 
When, however, they are landed in the 
furthest west without a soul to 
direct them, bewilderment 
extreme as their disgust. 

It happens that the Barwis colony de- 
serves special welcome at the hands of 
Calgary. !f we understand the matter 
correctly, it is owing to the efforts of Col. 
Barwis at Ottawa for the past five mouths 
that the townships recently thrown open 
in this district were so opened. Either 
the agricultural society or the town coun- 
cil should therefore see that nothing is left 
undone by the town to direct these settlers 
in choosing where and in what manner to 
homestead, 

Certainly if the town had had any cer- 
tain knowledge of what train the colonists 
were to arrive by, a welcome would have 
been tended them, The best thing that 
can be done now is for members both of 
the agricultural society and of the council 
to see that the colonists receive every help 
possible in choosing their locations.

THE BARBARIANS. 

A letter from Batoche to Le Manitoba, 
the half-breed organ of St. Boniface, pro- 
fesses to give an account of how three 
half-breeds, named respectively Donald 
Ross, Joseph Vandal and Damase Carriere, 
met with their deaths, It seems these 
three were wounded on the field of battle 
and fell into the hands of the soldiers, 
Then comes the story: ** Donald Ross, 
whose age should have gained respect, was 
stripped naked aud assassinated with two 
knife thrusts. Joseph Vandal, who had 
been slightly wounded in the forearm dur- 
ing the engagement and then put in a safe 
place, was also put to death, mceiving 
three knife thrusts. But the most horrible 
case of all was certainly that of Damase 
Carriere, a son of Elie Carriere, a 
able citizen of St. Vital. Dumase had re- 
ceived a severe wound in the head, and 
Mise Marguerite Poitras, after having 
ministered to his requirements, hed left 
him seated unti! he might be carried to a 
place of safety. Here he was found by 
the soldiers who fastened a rope round his 
neck and dragged him away, probably 
with the intention of hanging him. When 
he was found again by the half-breeds, he 
was dead, still having the rope round his 
neck, with arms stretched out as if to seize 
it. The poor man’s face was covered with 
blood and almost unrecognizable.’ 

The object of this letter in the French 
organ is sufficiently manifest. It is to 
create sympathy for the rebels who are 
about to be tried at Regina, and to show 
that the barbarian whites have punished
